BIRMINGHAM, Marsh 12.—The 
city erippled and Weary fire de 
partinent tood puard over the 
mouldering ruins of the major 
portion of « block in the heart of 
the business district, destroyed Sat- 
urday afternoon and night in 
Hames whieh caused damaye esti 
mated at $38,000,000, 

Thirty-five persons, 88 of them 
firemen, were still in hospitals as 

result of the blaze, which start- 
ed trom defective wiring in the 
fulse basement of Loveman, Jo» 
seph and Loeb, one of the city’s 
larpest mad finest department 
tores, 

Pre’ Chief B. O, Hargrove join- 
ed the list of hospital victims, suf- 
fering from smoke in his eyes and 
lungs, early Sunday after the fire 
had been definitely placed under 
control, 

None of the injured were con- 
ideved in serious condition, al- 
though physicians warned victims 
that they must guard against com- 
plications which might result from 
theiy 10-hour fight in a bitter wind 
Which fanned the flames and made 
theiy task doubly difficult. 

Twenty-seven persons, including 
two civilians, were dismissed from 
hospitals Sunday,

Bankhead Cotton Bill Sent 
To Senate By Overwhelming 


Vote; To Last For 2 Years

WASHINGTON, March 19.—A 
rigid limitation of 10,000,000 bales 
for this year’s cotton erop was set 
by the House today in passing, by 
the top-heavy vote of 251 to 114, 
a bill that would impose a tax of 
50 per cent of its value upon all 
additional lint ginned, 

By a single vote, the Senate de- 
creed that polities should be taken 
out of the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation and then passed an ad- 
ininistration bill te guarantee the 
principal of the bonds issued by 
the eorporation, 

In spite of administration indif- 
ference, the House also passed a 
-ilver remonetization-farm — relief 
bill by «a majority that ran well 
ovey the two-thirds vote required 
hy the procedure undey which it 
was considered, 

The Government, through Atty. 
Gen, Cummings, asked new legis« 
lative wenpons to crush an organ- 
ived underworld “that has more 
people under arms than in the Ar- 
my and Navy of the United 
States.” 

\ warning that Speaker Rainey 
was compiling a list of Democrats 
who had voted against administra- 
tien wishes had a withering effect 
upon opposition to the cotton bill. 
Many members who previously had 

iid they would oppose the mea- 
ure voted for it when the final 
roll call was forced by Representa- 
tive Snell, of New York, the Re- 
publican leader. 

The bill was sent to the Senate, 
Where advecates said they expect 
ed early favorable action. It has 
the approval both of the admin- 
istration and of the Senate agricul- 
ture committee, 

Senator Bankhead (D), Ala-

State Director Of 
Reemployment Is 


Speaker At Club 


Mr, A. J. Speer, Director of the 


National Reemployment Service of 
the State of Alabama, was a vis- 


itor to Elba Tuesday and was the 
guest of honoy and _ principal 


speaker at the regular meeting of 


the Elba Chamber of Commerce. 
Mr, Speer was introduced by Mr, 


J. P. Morrison, manager of the Na- 
tional Reemployment office here, 
who paid a high tribute to his 


ability as a worker in this partic- 
ular line of the recovery move- 
ment. 


Mr. Speer, in launching into his 


address of the evening, reviewed 


briefly the causes which have con- 


tributed to our economie slump, 


showing in a very concise manner 
the big part which industry plays 


in the orderly function of any 


state or nation. Included in the 


term industry are so many factors 
that each and every one could not 
be discussed here. The use of raw 
materials of every kind produced 


in every section of this nation of 
}ours and assembled in centers 
where they are used and manufac- 
| tured and again sent to all corners 
| of the world, was one of the strik- 
ing examples used by the speaker 
to show that every particular sec- 
tion of our great country has a 
part in the orderly functioning of 


our business structure. Some would 


say, accordifig to the speaker, that 


industry was the greatest factor in 
our national life. 


But the most important problem 
facing the nation today is the 
morale and spirit of those who are 
yet unemployed and are seeking 
ways by which they may provide 
for themselves and their families 
the necessities of life. Speaking 
from his vast experience with un- 
employed, it was pointed out that 
these unfortunates are seeking that 
opportunity, and the speaker urg- 


ed his hearers to lend every as- 


sistance possible to the end that 


every man will be given just such 


an opportunity. When we look at 
them across the table in reemploy- 
ment offices, we cannot help being 
impressed with their earnest de- 
sire for a chance to work, said the 


speaker. ' 


Mr. Speer referred frequently 
to the “Book of Books’ for his 
authority in demanding that every 
man be given a chance, It is his 


Divine right. Man is admonished 
to go forth and conquer the earth 


and this can and will be done, but 
in no instanee has these efforts 
been victorious when man tried to 
conquer or oppress man—‘We 


must keep their spirits up,” and 


let them enjoy this Divine privi- 


lege, 

Mr. Speer complimented Mr. 
Morrison on his efficient manage- 
ment of the local Reemployment 


office, and spoke encouragingly of 
the great work that is being dona

community. He urged that first
